The system of lighting 
was arranged to give, in varions per- 
iods! of the day, the effects seen 
among the mountains at sunrise, 
noonddy and evening. 

In the second section of the exhibit 
the working the Canadian Govern- 
mént marine was featured in connec- 
tion with the great network of rail- 
way lines that is now known as the 
Canadian National system. Adding 
a graphic touch to this display, the 
ships of Canada’s merchant marine 
were seen flashing actual wireless 


in turn by no fewer than 43 wireless 
messages. ~ In_ order to make this 
possible the Marconi “Conspany in- 
stalled an aerial system- above the 
railway building to receive messages 
from all points, these being handled 
by an operator housed in an exact re- 
plica of a steamship’s wireless cabin 
Simultaneously the messages were 
spelled out in Morse by a wonderful 
sysf€m of miniature lamps spread 
over a gigantic map of the Dominion 
of Canada. In addition to the wire- 
less telegraph apparatus there was 
kept working the new system of wire- 
less telephony. Expert engineers 
were on hand f£o-explain in full the 
working of the various formg_of ap- 
paratus. 
_ The Canadian Government depart- 
ment of marine also assisted in mak- 
ing the Canadian National exhibit 
complete, and showed a remarkable 
series of aids to navigation, including 
large revolving lighthouse lanterns 
and beagon lights, fog horns, etc.

Annual Sweet Clover 


Will Bring Nitrogen and Organic 
Matter to Sqil. 

The new annual s t clover dis- 
covered by Professor. Meigs, of the 
‘Iowa Experiment Station, is gaining 
favor according to published reports. 
It will be remembered that most 
sweet clovér is biennial. Thi an- 
nual white, sweet clover is a new 


‘plant for agriculture. It can be sown 


with grain in the spring or as late as 
the middle of June and develop much 
gtowth which will bring to the soil 
both nitrogen and organic matter. 
Its general use is limited yet because 
of the high cost and searcity-of seed 
which is now selling at $5 per poun@. 

Thig annual 'sweet clover, under, 
trial in New Jersay, was planted June 
12, and reached a height-of 22 inches 
on August 1, and for seven days fol- 
lowing grew 8 1-2 inthes, more than 
one inch per day. 

The biennial sweet clover is far 
petter for fertilizing purposes than 
most farmers appreciate and should 
have a larger place in agriculture, but 
annual swe&t clover<promises a still 
better green manuring plant and we 
look forward to the time when there 
is an abundance of seed, that its use 
will become gengyal. “It has befn es- 
timated that,a good crop of annual 
sweet clover will yield as much nitro- 
gen to the soil-as eight tons of man- 
ure and also furnish a large quantity 
of organic matter.

Market Prospects for Cattle 


xports Showed Noticeable Interest 
For Month of August. 

The Dominion Livestock Branch 
reports that there was a noticeable 
increase in the export movement of 
cattle during August, and this condi- 
tion did much to steady the market, 
Exports were, however, less by 50 per 
cent. -than during August, 1919. 

Country demand for stockers and 
feeders, while not particularly active, 
was less listless than during the pre- 
vious month. Stocker cattle would 
doubtless have found a good outlet 
had not farmers been entirely absorb- 
ed insharvesting operations. Prices 
are now more in line with general 
cattle values. 

During October the movement of 
cattle on export is usually sharply up- 
ward as also is that of calves. Like- 
wise the export trade in beef shows a 
marked increase in volume. How- 
ever, even these bullish features can- 
not overcome the effect of heavy of- 
ferings of cattle, containing ap in- 
creasing ypercentage of inferior ani- 
mals. It is a fact that when the fall 
runs increase, the percentage of com- 
mon kinds does not remain unchang- 
ed in relation to good grades, but is 
rather heavily augmented and be- 
comes the most noticeable feature of 
the markets. | Also heavy cattle com- 
ing off the grass direct to market, 
following frost, shrink badly, more 
so, perhaps, than. less fat grades. 
These heavy kinds might better be 
stabled and hardened for a short 
period unless the market is particu- 
larly strong. 

We ought to find a free outlet on 
export as the crop of the United 
States is practically assured and $1.00 
corn is expected. At that price 
stocking up with cattle appears at- 
tractive. Also the high cost of home 
killed meats in the British market is 
likély to induce freer importafions of 
Célonial and~Foreign meats.

The U.S. State Department has re- 
ceived information ‘that Bolsheviks, 
because of Iack of workmen and dis- 
organization, have carried out only 
a small part of their 1920 ptogramme 
for mining gold and platinum in Ural 
and West Siberian regions of Soviet 
Russia. The 1920 pregramme, it is 
reported, contemplated production of 
4,080 pounds of gold and 3,600 pounds 
of platinum, but during first six 
months of this year there were only 
192 pounds of gold and 241 pounds 
of platinum mined. <

However conservative 
the buying public have grown, they 
cannot go on a hunger strike, or a 
clothesless strike, while a proportion 
will continue to demand luxuries, es- 
pecially at marked down prices. The 
world stock of most commodities ts 
still far below normal, and from a good 
many quarters there come complaints 
that production is not going on as fast 
as before the war. The easing of pri- 
ces will revive the weakened demand, 
and thus check itself. If the H .C. L. 
is really going down it will likely ge 
dowa with the brakes on, and not like 
a toboggan. 

It is better so. A general collapse 
of prices would work disaster; wides- 
pread and terrible. It would mean the 
ruination of thousands of merchants 
whose stores are filled with high pri- 
ced goods, that would close and people 
in all industrial centres would be out 
of employment, that confusion, loss 
and chaos wotld for a time prevail | 
everywhere in the business world. 
A gradual! decline in prices will allow 
the necessary realignments to be made 
as it progresses, and will accomplish 
the end witheut the interval of disord- 
er.

A Regina dispatch states ‘that not 
more than 8,000'acres of grain have 
been destroyed by grasshoppers over 
the entire province this year, despite 
the fact that the infested grea was 
from 16 to 18 times as gréat as last 
year, when about the same acreage 
was destroyed. The above figure is 
the result of the compilation of esti- 
mates made by the field representa- 
tives of the field crops branch of the 
Saskatchewan Department of Agri- 
culture. 

During the campaign an enormous 
quantity of supplies has been shipped 
into the affected areas under arrange- 
ments effected by the Department of 
Agriculture, without cost to the farm- 
er. A total of about 8,500 tons of 
poison ingredients have been used, in- 
cluding 130 carloads of bran, 13 cars 


of sawdust, 120,000 gallons of mo- 
lasses, 6 carloads of arsenic, a carload 
of Paris green, and 7 carloads or

_Irrigate Alberta 


Project Will Cover—One-Fifth of 
Irrigable Area in Dominion. 

The Right Hon. Sir Charles Hob- 
house, of London, England, has just 
retiirned to Montreal from an inspec- 
tion of the great irrigation canal in 
Alberta, extending for 100 miles be- 
tween Calgary and Medicine Hat. 
The plans contemplated by the Brit- 
ish syndicate interested, said Sir 
Charles, will embrace the building of 
another canal of equal extent. The 
undertaking to date has involved an 
expenditure lof between $8,000,000 and 
$10,000,000, in _ construction and im- 
provements. By actually going over 
the grougd Sir Charles was much im- 
pressed with the magnitude of the en- 
terprise. From an engineering stand- 
point alone it represented a work of 
great importance. In its completed 
staté the project will cover one-fifth 
of the total irrigable area in the Do- 
minion of Canada. 

One of the. things remarked upon 
by Sir Charles was the contrast be- 
tween the bare desert of tlie great 


|} arid areas in which the work is cen- 


tred and the luxuriant fertility of the 
soil where the water has already been 
brought upon it. About 400 acres 
have been brought under irrigation, 
and the value of the crops to be seen 
there; when Sir Charles went over 
the work, was estimated between 
$250,000 ‘and $300,000, and this, he 
said, was not pn soit expected to pro- 
duce the very best results. There 
are quite a number of settlers going 
into the irrigated belt and the expec- 
tatién was that the amount of land 
under irrigation would be trebled by 
the beginning of next year.
